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REMARKS 



Claims 1-23 were pending. Claims 9-23 were withdrawn from further 
consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as drawn to a non-elected invention and have 
been cancelled- Therefore, claims 1-8 are currently pending- 

No new matter has been added- Support for the amendment to claim 1 can be 
found at least in the specification as originally filed at page 4, lines 4-6 and at page 4 
lines 33-35. Originally filed claim 3 has been rewritten as amended claim 3 and newly- 
added claims 24-29. 

Rejection of Claims 1-8 under 35 U.S.C § 103(a) 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 3S U.S.C. §103ta) as being unpatentable over WO 
97/28791 to Tatton ei al ("Tatton et «/.") in view of Meulen n al CMeulen ei aV\ and 
Tanon ei al.) (Neurology, 1996). 

The presently claimed invention is directed at a method of treating a viral 
i„n , n „ 1, , inhiVitin; <** " ««* cells - The method involves 

administering to a subject in need thereof a therapeutically effective amount of a deprenyl 
.mpound, such that treatment of the viral infection occurs hyinhibitinp replication of a

virus in a virus infected cell . 

The references cited fail to teach or suggest, alone or in combination, the use of 
deprenyl compounds as presently claimed- None of the references teach or suggest the 
use of a deprenyl compound for treating a viral infection by inhibiting replication of a 
virus in a virus-infected cell. Therefore, Applicants respectfully request that this 
rejection of claims 1-8 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) be withdrawn.
